The application has been amended as follows: 

[1031] FIG. 2 shows that the transmission improved with increasing electron dose, the 
transmission being greater than about 97% at electron doses greater than about 0.20 
nC/pm^. The quartz, however, etched at a steady rate of about 0.130 pm^/nC and it 
appears that removal of about 25 [[pm]] nm of quartz was necessary to restore 
transmission to about 97%. Thus, at low gallium implant concentrations, it appears that 
transmission can be restored to 100%, but the thickness of the quartz is changed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12, 21 and 22 are allowed.
